O my great ſorrow , two Bookes haue beneſet 
out, by our deare Brethren, whom all you loue 
in Geoch of Chriſt,and wh6 I haue ſought 
by all Fatherly meanes to winne and reduce to 
vnitie,orcat reaſon it had bin, that a thing propoun» 
ded to the Pope his holincs, ſhould not with ſo great 
ſcandall of our cauſe, and ioy of our aducrſaries,haue 
firſt bene divulged to all ſortes of people, before it 
could poſſibly come to his ſight 8 _ , andper- 
happes neuer ment to be preſented to him, although 
meanes muſt be made by me, that it may come to his 
reading,and the view thereof will grieuc him much, 
becauſe he loueth, and euery where deſireth peace, 
It cannot be liked of, that we ſhould write one a- 
oeainſtan other, and therefore no other anſwere ſhall 
beſentnow then this. And my deſire is,thatall good 
Catholiques, according to their duties, do thinke 
well of their Superiours,andit they hauc any doubt, 
do ſuſpend their iudgements yntil they hearethe full 
deciding ofthe cauſe,for herein is touched the credit 


of all Superiours inthe world.

ly of theſe, which are moſt condemned. 

It concernethauthoritic, it being moreauncient, 
and hauing orders taken at the attonement by their 
owne conſent. It is wellknowne at Rome by whoſe 
meanes they were diſanulled, neither was it more 
vnfitting for thoſe which liued in one houſeto mil- 
like rules forſuch as voluntarily demaundedand ac- 
ceptedthem, then to procure a ſodalitic abroad. 

2 The ſecond point concerneth the Superiours

on, which part ſocuer was true.I ſought by learned 
diſcourſes and cenſures not ſo much the forwardnes 
of my opinion as of theiramendment. What I (ent 
them to view was in manerof a Fatherly admoniti- 
on, and notto ſtirre yp or to feede a further diſcenti- 
on.Our endeuours wereforpeace,ourallowancefor

their great paines, and charge toWabich, and from 
thence to London, where after thatthey had bene of- 
ten mocked by the head of the Ieſuites, atthelaſt 
with maruellous importunitie: wroong from! him 
certaine Letters to his fellow Ieſuites at Wabich, vp. 
on the ſight whereof there was a peace made,ſuch as 
it was, it might haue bene much berter, and (peedier 
(as by this it ſcemeth), if it had before ſo pleaſed the 
head of the Ieſuites to haue enterpoled himſelfeas 
charitie would he ſhould haue done, the head of the 
Faction at Wwbich being at his:commaund, and one 
who rather then ſo great a ſcandall ſhould haueriſen 
tor his cauſe ſhould haue ſuffered himſelfe to haue 
bin caſt ouer the Caſtle wall, which in thoſe tumalts 
hee affirmed ſome would doo rather-then the mat- 
ter of his preferment ouerallthe ſecularPrieſts there 
and fellow priſoners ſhould not goe forward.

there ynderthe tytle of an Agent vnderſtanding of 
ſome coditivs, which heliked not,a litle beforethat 
all ſhould hauc bene c6cluded found the meanes to 
rid himaway. AndIdo verily thinke that there are 
fewe whothinke,and none whe know that the diui- 
ſid isas yet ended, which is no great xdificatio, God 
pardon them who are the cauſethereof, And moſt 
vnworthily are thoſe ſcandalous proceedings at Wif- 
bich compared with the ſodalitic which was to be 
procuredabroad. For the firſt foundation of them 
vveredetractious, & infamous ſpeeches againſt ſuch 
as in all times among Chriſtians haue bene had in 
great reuerence,8& their faults(if they had any)vvere 
concealed,not publiſhed abroad to thevvorld,much 
leſſe vvas itliked that any ſhould be falfly obieQed 


painſtthem, for no ſuch courſe vvas iudged in thoſe 


yesto ſtand vvith theglory of God. The drift of 
thoſe m_ vvas to makea leſuite Superiour 
ouer the ſecular Prieſts, or to maintaine that ſcanda. 
lousdiuifion which hath euen to this day followed 
theron, vpon ſome other ground doubtleſſe the that

* {The ſodalitie which wasto be procured abroad was 
for ſuch as voluntarily would ioyne themſclues to 
live vnderrules;and ſuperiors to be choſer/bythem.

any ſchiſmeor tation againſt thoſe who would not 
be of the Sodalitie. So that the difference was very
